They represented many different 
walks of life, and included in their 
gumber several doctors, two editors, 
gome lawyers, a Judge, an eminent 
barrister, a poetess, a Himalayan 
seer come down to the plains with a 
‘message to India,’ a dramatist, Gov- 
ernment officials, a commercia! 
magnate, a physical culturist, and 
many ladies and children pertaining 
to them. A variety of religions 
were represented — Mohammedans, 
Hindus, Parsees and Christians, not 
%o mention some tough agnostics. 
“The general atmosphere of the 
party Was an extraordinary mixture 
of East and West. For instance, 
taken in 
" Bastern fashion, squatting. cross- 
legged, the food eaten with one’s 
hands (the Himalayan sage was the 
only exception, and he ate with 
j chopsticks). On the other hand, 
afternoon tea was served from costly 
silver tea sets on little tables covered 
with snow-white iitnen of the finest 
texture, and the guests sat in chairs. 
Round the lawn were. statues and 
bronzes from Paris and Italy, in- 
duding a full-sized cast of the Venus 
de Milo, and when it grew dark the 
garden was iQuminated with electric 


lamps. Yet even here the East was |

I was somewhat surprised, however, 
by your editorial appearing in the same 
issue, “Operators Should Act Now.”
